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Balancing act 


= Boyne City School District makes 
cuts to address budget woes 


Balancing the Boyne City School 
District’s 2002-03 budget. was all 
about making tough cuts, to compen- 
sate for what could have been a defi- 
cit of more than $700,000. 

As presented, the cuts include the 
elimination of one full-time teaching 
position; four positions in alternative 
education including one paraprofes- 
sional: one nurse; and one position in 
the business office. 

Two retirements, as well as one 
pending retirement, eliminated the 
need to lay off more full-time teach- 
ing staff, and the departure of busi- 
ness manager Carlee Allen facilitated 
the reduction in business office staff 
without any actual layoff taking place. 

Other personnel changes include 
the restructuring of the athletic direc- 
tor position to be paid in a $10,000 
annual stipend rather than as a sepa- 
rate, salaried position, Student suc- 


ess coordinator positions have also 


been restructured into advisory sta- 
tus. 

Though personnel reductions are 
always the hardest to undertake, ac- 
cording to schools superintendent Jim 
Cooper, when 86 percent of the dis- 
trict budget is comprised of person- 
nel funding. it’s the place that's go- 
ing to take the biggest hit. “This is 
where the largest reduction is going 
to come from.” 

Reductions in the area of person- 


nel also affected health care benefits 
and co-pays. 

Other budget cuts came in the form 
of a reduction in bus runs, and in ath- 
letics, a reduction in schedule, expen- 
ditures, equipment items and person- 
nel. 

The budget contains total expected 
revenues of $9,808,288, and expected 
expenditures totaling $9,780,756. 


_ The fund balance is expected to end 


up at $1,758,443. 

Asked by a citizen in attendance at 
the recent budget hearing to defend 
the decisions made in creating the 
proposed budget, Cooper said that 
“not one cut was done just to appease 
anyone. The recommendations | 
made {are based on] a sound educa- 
tion program.” The need to trim back 
may be painful, Cooper added, but the 
hope is that by trimming now, the dis- 
trict may be “able to save even more 
jobs.” 

Class size. Cooper said, will likely 
go up some, but will not “go up to 30 
{students per class] across the board,” 
as was suggested by a resident at the 
meeting. “If the numbers are up to 
30 per classroom, we'll hire or call 
back [staff] to address those num- 
bers.” 

In the meantime, however, the

The City of Boyne City has found 
a temporary Solution to space prob- 
lems, with the city commission re- 
cently approving a plan to lease space 
from local BUBMeEs ma. Bill 
Korthase. 

The space, an Saunas: 4,000 
square-foot building on the corner of 
Boyne City-East Jordan Road and 
Boyne Avenue, will house three rigs 
currently kept at the Department of 
Public. Works building, adjacent to 
city hall on Boyne City’s waterfront. 

According to city manager Eric 
Strahl, city staff looked at the build- 


ing last week, and received prelimi- 


nary approval for the site from the li- 
censing agency for Advanced Life

The agency, Strahl said, indicated

Currently, Strahl is working to set 
up a meeting with the Charlevoix 
County Building Department in order 
to determine any alterations necessary 
to bring the building up to code for 
its intended use. 

Then, Strahl said, the city will meet 


again with Korthase to hammer out . 


the details of the lease, including 
length of time and cost to the city. 
“We'll get back with Bill and talk 
about how long we might be able to 
utilize the building.” 

The development comes in the 
wake of some concern over potential 
expansion ‘at city hall to accommo- 
date increasing space needs for not 


- only the Boyne City Ambulance Ser- 


vice but also for. storage -and 
workspace for the police department. 


While the 2002-03 budget origi- 


nally contained plans for an expan- 
sion at city hall, the item was left 


open-ended after citizens voiced con- 
cerns about more waterfront ence 
ment. 

The moving of acibidlenes services 
to the Korthase building buys the city 
some valuable time to consider fu- 
ture options for emergency service 
needs. 

Financially, Strahl said, the current 
focus is on “larger issues” including 
“expenditures coming up: with. the 


water syste and wastewater treat- 


ments.” 


In. addition to housing the three. 


ambulance rigs, the space may. also 
allow. the city-to move some equip- 
ment owned by the Department of 
Public Works into the space for stor- 
age as well, opening up more space

BC community 


needs to stand 
behind schools 


In recent weeks, news coming out of area schoo! 
districts has been in striking contrast. In East Jor- 
dan, the district has unveiled a plan for expan- 
sions and renovations at all three buildings, citing 
an unexpected but sustained increase in student 
population. Boyne Falls, likewise, is experienc- 
ing unexpected growth which may potentially re- 
sult in the need for expansion of their two-year 
old building. 

To these districts, | say kudos. Obviously, school 
board members, staff, and administrators are do- 


ing their jobs, and doing them well, giving students . 


what they need, families what they want, and con- 
tributing to the growth of their communities at the 
same time. In both these districts, I've seen first- 
hand just what a fine job they’re doing in a multi- 
tude of areas. Bravo, and here’s to eontnded long- 
term success. 

The news from Boyne City has been, however, 
not as rosy. While the school construction project 
is moving along smashingly, the district's operat- 
ing budget has presented a more challenging pic- 
ture. Budget cuts (see page one) are always hard, 
and perhaps even harder when we see millions 
of dollars going into a construction project, which 
was based on enrollment figures that have failed 
to materialize as we had hoped. 

Yes, in the Boyne City school district, it is a com- 
plicated time. 

First of all, let's understand that any money be- 
ing spent on the new high school and building 
renovations is bond money, and therefore com- 
pletely and utterly off-limits in terms of supplement- 
ing the operating budget. We voted it in, and it’s 
a done deal. it was suggested by a resident at a 
recent board meeting that there are “ways around” 


' that. | submit, however, that in our current state 


the last thing the school board and administration 
needs to do is start finding “ways around” things 
(an opinion that the board also asserted, in so 
many words). 

Second, the boat we're in is the boat we're in. 
At the recent graduation ceremony at Concord 
Academy Boyne, the valedictorian-led his speech 
with the notion that, | quote, “If you're not where 
you're at, you’re nowhere.” Prior to this year’s 
budget, the district was looking at a deficit of more 
than $700,000. It's a fact. Now the test is how 
we deal with it. Some tough decisions are being 
made. People’s lives are being impacted. But all 
the “what-ifs” in the world cannot change the fact 
that we need to get our heads above water, and 
we have to do it now, or the long-term impact on 
students will be even harder to stomach. Revisit- 
ing how we got here is necessary, but will only be 
productive if it’s done in the spirit of growth. 

Last, | believe the worst possible knee-jerk re- 
sponse community members can have to the bud- 
get cuts and other events in the not-so-distant- 
past is to pull students out of the district. There 
are a variety of personal and academic reasons 
parents might have for sending their children to 
another school, many totally valid and completely 
respectable — parents must do what they feel is 
best for their kids, period. We must also weigh 
the fact, though, that in pulling out students we 
are impacting the children of our friends and neigh- 
bors at the same time. 

Keeping that in mind, | believe that as parents 
and community members, we have a certain de- 
gree of responsibility to our community schools. 
We have a responsibility to show up at least oc- 
casionally at school board meetings (I’ve noticed 
since last spring's three-ring circus that attendance 
has dropped off dramatically — I’m talking 10-15 
folks, total); and use whatever talents or skills we 
have to get involved. | know we’re not ail cut out 
to be school board members but the recent unop- 
posed race for a four-year seat was indicative of 
what appears to be another trend towards disin- 
terest. 

It’s,also our responsibility show up at our princi- 
pal or superintendent's office, or track down a 
school board member, if we have questions, com- 


plaints, concerns, ideas. (Though he’s technically. 
‘an interim, superintendent Jim.Cooper is a darn 

good listener; as long as.he is here, | believe his - 
‘intention is to-be here 110 percent. ‘He also has.” 


an open door policy. Take advantage of It.) 
Underneath it ail still believe, at feast as dem- 


~ onstrated by my personal experiences at the el- 
~_ementary school level, good things. are happen-: 


ing. Change is often slow and painful, but a:quick 
fix is not the answer wher we're talking about the 


well-being of our.community's educational system.. 


Good things are possible, but we as parents and 


community members have to fight for;and work 


for, what we know our kids deserve.

BC Planning Commission should 
give ordinance a second look

In regards to the letter to the editor from Ms. Sally Kaza 
whose house plans were rejected by the Planning Com- 
mission Appeals Board: I attended the meeting that 
evening and was very disappointed at the board's attitude 
toward this ordinance. Only one member, Mr. Ron 
Grunch, seemed to realize the unfairness and poor rea- 
soning of this ordinance. 

Not only does the garage have to be located 10 feet 
back from the front of the house but the only other option 
is to place a side entrance garage where the garage doors 
do not face directly to the street. One must drive his car 
into a turning space to get into the garage. 

It seems to me that this will delete probably about 65 
percent of all of the shelf home designs. Now you must 
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have a larger lot to accommodate this type of plan. 

Not being able to build a 2,000 square foot home with 
compatible design in an area like The Pines of Boyne 
because of this ordinance is bordering on just plain dumb! 
Now all you can build is a “cookie cutter” plan in which 
all new homes will be the same. 

I’m surprised that all the builders and realtors are not 
down at the Commission demanding this ordinance be 
repealed. 

I also had plans to build another home in Boyne City 
but I doubt there is an available lot in town that would 
take this type of design. 

The Planning Commission should repeal this ordinance 
at their next meeting.

Bringing their music home 


It’s not unusual for a small-town son or daughter to 
leave the safety of home to seek out the bright lights of 
the big city. For East Jordan natives Amy and Julie 
Mickey, though, their move to Nashville five years ago 
was about much more than new adventure; it was just 
one of the steps on what they hope will be a path to the 
bigtime. 

The two, along with their six-piece band, will return to 
East Jordan for a special! “Back to Our Roots” concert on 
Friday, June 28, at the East Jordan High School audito- 
rium. Doors will open at 8 p.m., and fellow EJHS alum- 
nus Micah Middaugh will open. : 

For identical twins Amy and Julie, the event is doubly 
exciting, not just a homecoming but also the debut of 
their first CD, “Finding Our Way,” an eclectic collection 
of what they call “acoustic roots music.” With their par- 
ents, Nancy and Gene, and Amy’s high school sweet- 
heart still living in East Jordan, as well-as lots of old 
friends, it seemed only appropriate that the CD be kicked 
off in the place that their love of music was nurtured. 
“The fun thing about coming home is that we have so 
many good friends in East Jordan,” Amy said. “It'll be a 
very close-knit sort of show.” 

For The Mickeys, getting to that first CD has been a 
long, albeit interesting road. 

Members of the East Jordan High School class of 1994, 

_ the two had spent their high school years active in music 
and theatre, claiming leading roles in EJ Thespian pro- 
ductions of My Fair Lady, The Sound of Music, and Hello 
Dolly, under the direction of Paula Vollbach, who arrived 
at the school when Amy and Julie were sophomores. ‘‘We 
started out doing musicals, and were very involved in 
the theatre program,” Amy said, She also credits East 
Jordan’s Margaret Thomson as an early influence on her 
musical career, instructing her in voice and piano les- 
sons, 

During their high school years, the girls attended 
Interlochen, and sang the National Anthem at the 1992 
boys basketball state finals at the Palace of Auburn Hills. 
Amy also auditioned into the Michigan Youth Chamber 
Singers, performing at the Hill Auditorium at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan. 

The experiences were invaluable to Amy and Julie as 
they plotted their career path; for the twins, there was 
never any doubt. “We knew we were going to end up Jin 
Nashvilie],” Amy said. “We knew we wanted to do mu- 
sic.” 

The plan after high school graduation was to spend 
two years in college in Michigan, then move to Nash- 
ville. Right on schedule, Amy and Julie went to Hope 
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College as musical theatre majors, and then, in 1996, trans- 
ferred to Belmont University in Nashville, attracted by 
their commercial music program. 

At Belmont, the girls had the opportunity to learn the 
business end of the industry, graduating in 1998 with busi- 
ness majors and music business minors. Julie interned at 


MCA Records, and Amy at DECCA and Cotton Eyed Joe _ 


Productions, affording them the opportunity to see the 
music industry first hand through video shoots, number 
one parties, and artist retreats. One of the more memo- 
rable parts of the experience, Amy said, was seeing coun- 
try superstar Leann Womack make her debut with DECCA 


and climb the ladder to stardom. Amy and Julie even had ~ 


the chance to be in Womack’s first video, though it didn’t 
exactly turn out to be their moment in the spotlight. “We're 
in a little of the video,” Amy laughed. For just a moment, 
if viewers look closely, in one scene they’!I see “half of 
my face off to the side.” Not that Amy minded. “It was 
fun to be at the shoot,” she said. 

The brush with Womack, while inspiring, also gave the 
girls a taste of both sides of the business. ‘It was kind of 
fun, we got to watch her walking through the door at square 
one,” Amy said. But at the same time as Womack arrived, 
another artist was packing her bags and leaving, having 
been signed off of the label. The image is one that stays 


with Amy, who knows that music is a fickle business. 


“It depends on what. you're in it for,” she said. “We 
play because we love it. Success is not the only gratifica- 
tion.” Even so, they have achieved some success in the 
traditional sense. playing regularly at big Nashville clubs 
like Tootsie’s Orchid Lounge, the Gibson Guitar Cafe, 
Third and Lindsley, and the Boardwalk Cafe. 

To have their music accepted and appreciated, that alone 
has made the journey worthwhile for Amy. 

Sull, it’s not yet enough to pay the bills, so Amy is cur- 
rently working during the day for a mortgage company, 
while Julie is employed at a schoo] for massage therapy. 

The hope, though, is to make music the day job. “We 
would like to make a career in music, recording and per- 
forming,” Amy said, noting that she and Julie not only 
perform but also write most of their own material. “That 
means dropping the day job. But we'd like to do it our 


own way. We’re very interested in staying true to the music 


that we do.”

For the past year, merchants in East Jordan 
have been meeting and, consequently, good 
things have been happening. Namely. 
everyone’s getting to know one another. 

That may not be what one would call a quan- 
tifiable result, but, according to in-town busi- 
ness owners, it’s a key aspect to moving busi- 
nesses forward. “It’s image-building,” said mem- 
ber and EJ Shoppe owner Mary Faculak, focus- 
ing on “making East Jordan a destination point.” 

Begun in the spring of 2001, the monthly 
merchant’s meetings were initiated by Faculak, 
who is also the executive director of the East 
Jordan Area Chamber of Commerce, after an ex- 


perience in which a few downtown retailers had , 


met on another issue and ended up doing some 
good old-fashioned brainstorming -about their 
businesses. In the past, merchants had met ina 


more “loose-knit” fashion, Faculak said, and 


only “as needed.” 

The idea here. was to make the meetings 
slightly more formal, and much more consistent, 
to create a sense of community among merchants 
as well as brainstorm ideas and gain consensus 


about what's happening in East Jordan. 

The meetings, said member Kay Harper of 
Jordan Valley Outfitters, have been a plus from 
the beginning, if for nothing more than simply 
“bouncing things off somebody in the same 
boat you [are].” 

Membership is open, and fluid, with no dues 
and no sub-committees. Though there’s a core 
group that makes most meetings, any and all 
business owners in the East Jordan business 
district are welcome to attend. The group, ac- 
cording to Faculak, has been as helpful to the 
chamber as it has for the members. “It helps 
make the chamber more efficient,” she said, in 
that it creates another avenue for communicat- 
ing with a group of businesses, rather than hav- 
ing to seek each out individually.” 

‘While the area has suffered to some extent 
from the economic downturn the nation took 
over the winter, things for some businesses are 
starting to pick up, and with plenty of develop- 
ment projects going on in the downtown area, 
it’s an exciting time for East Jordan businesses 
as a whole. 


Faculak said, referring to the renovations slated 
for the Dahlquist and Votruba buildings on the 
corner of Main and Mill Streets. The project has, 
she said, “recharged” not only business owners 
but “the residents themselves.” 

Amy Richards of Two Dog Deli on Main Street 


concurs. “We've been really optimistic about [the 


Dahlquist] building being redone,” she said with 
a laugh. “We're ready to feed the workers.” On 
a more serious note, Richards said that the enthu- 
siasm behind the project has been “circulating 
through town, boosting spirits.” Such excitement 
spreads much quicker these days, thanks to the 
monthly merchant meetings and the efforts of 
those attending to keep the lines of communica- 
tion open. The trick, one the group is achieving, 
is to be sure participation in the group is not over- 
taxing to already frazzled business owners. ‘‘The 
most important part is that this is a productive 
time spent,” said Faculak, who is always sure to 
create an agenda to guide each meeting. ““We have 
a focus.” Even so, its not all work, say members. 
“We're a fun group,” said Richards.

problem essentially lies with the num- 
ber of students, though it’s not about 
having too many, but rather, too few. 
“Enrollment numbers are a huge piece 
of this [reduced budget], Cooper 
said. Numbers, however, will not be 
final until the school year is under- 
way. 

Then, Cooper said, ‘we'll deter- 
mine if the [projected] number is le- 
gitimate, either high or low.” 

Though theoretically, the district 
could have funded the additional 
$700,000+ needed by borrowing from 
fund equity, that would have left the 
district with a dwindling fund balance 
which could possibly have been de- 
pleted by the following year. 

“Had that deficit not been 
trimmed,” Cooper said, “our fund 
equity would be gone next year. 
Without fund equity, you run the risk 
that you cannot balance the budget. 

“The state does not allow you to.run 
in deficit.” 


Despite the needed cuts, Cooper 
announced that the budget also con- 
tains funding to continue with some 
district initiatives already in motion, 
including supplies and training for 
curriculum council and staff develop- 
ment projects. 

Also, in the hope of attracting a 
greater student base, the budget also 
contains the addition of two new 
courses of study, hospitality and vi-

Looking into ‘floaters and flashers’

Dear Dr. Hufford, 

I sometimes see black spots crossing my vision, is 
this dangerous?

Dear Pete, 

Floaters and flashers are common eye symptoms. 
Many people describe them as specks, dots, cobwebs 
or lightning flashes in their eyesight. Usually these 
symptoms are Just bothersome and will not affect your 
sight or lead to serious eye problems. Floaters and 
flashes develop when the middle portion of the eye, 
called the vitreous changes. As we get older, this clear 
jelly like vitreous becomes less solid and more like lig- 
uid. Because the vitreous is not as firm as it once was, 
particles which have always been in the eye may begin 
to move around, and because they are moving they be- 
come more noticeable. These particles, called floaters, 
may appear in a variety of shapes, including spots, 
clouds, spider webs, strings and wavy lines.

Sometimes floaters and flashes are more than both- 
ersome. Some people with floaters and flashes develop 
serious eye problems. When the vitreous becomes liq- 
uid, it may suddenly shrink and pull away from the 
retina. When this happens many floaters may be sud- 
denly seen. They may be a sign that the retina is in 
danger of ripping or tearing or pulling off the back of 
the eye. Without the support of the vitreous in front of 
the retina it may, detach from the eye like wallpaper 
peeling away from a wall. This is very dangerous and 
sight may be lost. 

The problem is, a layperson cannot tell the differ- 
ence. It takes a dilated eye exam with a careful look at 
the retina to make sure there are no rips or tears in the 
retina where it pulled away with the vitreous. If the 
doctor sees a detachment, lazer or cryotherapy is needed 
at once. It is extremely important to see your eye doc- 
tor immediately if you suddenly develop floaters and 
flashes.

COULD MEAN NO DOWN PAYMENT. 
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US Fish and Wildlife Service to 


assess sea lampreys in local area 


‘The continuing battle against sea 
lampreys by the U.S. Fish and Wild- 
life Service soon will come to streams 


in the local-area, according to Dennis 


Lavis, Station Supervisor of sea lam- 
Prey control operations at the 
Service’s Ludington Biological Sta- 
tion..An assessment crew will soon 
arrive to conduct work on the Boyne 
River and Horton and Porter creeks 
in Charlevoix County, 

A first step to control sea lampreys 
is to survey tributaries of the Great 
Lakes: to determine the presence of 
lamprey larvae. Sea lamprey larvae 
hatch from eggs laid by adult lam- 
preys in gravel nests, and drift into 
silty bottom areas where they burrow 
and live for several years. Also, lar- 
vae sometimes drift out of streams 
and settle onto the immediate offshore 
area near stream mouths. Failure to 
detect and subsequently eliminate lar- 
vae in streams allows the lampreys to 
transform into parasitic adults, which 
then migrate into the Great Lakes and 
kill fish. 

Fishery biologists and technicians 
conduct surveys for sea lamprey lar- 
vae in more than 200 Great Lakes 
streams each year. Most surveys are 
conducted with backpack 
electrofishing gear, but in deep or 
cloudy waters, crews use an Environ- 
mental Protection Agency (EPA) ap- 
proved lampricide known as 
Bayluscide Granular 3.2 percent. 

Since the mid-1960s, Bayluscide 
has been used as a survey tool for sea 
lamprey larvae. More recently, the 
EPA certified Bayluscide for treat- 
ment purposes as well. As a result, 
larger areas can now be examined and 
larvae eliminated in offshore waters 
where conventional contro] measures 
are ineffective. The compound ts 
coated onto sand granules and cov- 
ered with a time release coating. 
Bayluscide is sprayed over a mea- 
sured surface area of water where it 
sinks to the stream bottom. The coat- 
ing dissolves and releases the 
lampricide causing the larvae to leave 
their burrows; the larvae swim to the 
surface and are collected by crews 
using hand nets. Those not captured 


settle back to the stream bottom and 
die. 

Surveys with Bayluscide are sched- 
uled for the Boyne River and Horton 
and Porter creeks during the time pe- 


‘tiod of June 18-27. A total of 50 plots, 


each about 0.1 acre in size, may be. 
examined in the stream mouth area 
and adjacent waters in Lake 
Charlevoix of the three streams. 

Exact timing of the surveys de- 
pends on the local weather conditions. 

Service biologists and technicians 
are certified by the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in the safe use of 
aquatic pesticides. According to the 
US Department of the Interior Fish 
and Wild Life Service, Bayluscide is 
nontoxic to humans, pets, livestock, 
mammals, and birds. Applications are 
conducted under Michigan permits 
and meet Michigan water quality cri- 
teria. 

Sea lampreys entered Lake Ontario 
in the early 1800s, and moved into 
Lake Erie through the Welland Canal 
around 1921. Within a few decades, 
lampreys spread throughout the Up- 
per Great Lakes and nearly eliminated 
the remnants of over fished lake trout 
stocks. 

The Great Lakes Fishery Commis- 


sion (Commission) began chemical 
control of sea lampreys in U.S. and 
Canadian Tributaries to Lake Supe- 
rior in 1958 using the lampricide 
TEM. Since that time, the highly suc- 
cessful program has grown to include 
all the Great Lakes. The Commission 
contracts this program to the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service and Department 
of Fisheries and Oceans Canada. 

The Sea Lamprey Control program 
continues to contribute significantly 
to the maintenance of the $4 billion 
sport and commercial fisheries that 
exist in the Great Lakes. Without con- 
tinued control efforts these fisheries 
again would be in jeopardy. 

The Commission has implemented 
a research program to develop alter- 
native control techniques. The Agents 
are currently evaluating the release of 
sterile male sea lampreys as a control 
measure to reduce lamprey produc- 
tion in the St. Marys River. The Com- 
mission also is increasing the num- 
ber of barriers on lamprey producing 
streams and is conducting research 
into improved barrier design. Re- 
search is continuing into other meth- 
ods such as traps, attractants and re- 
pellants, biological controls and ge- 
netic engineering.
